Hurled Many Yards 


Galloway was working on a freight 
train which had pulled into the siding 
at Dunmore to allow the 
Canada to pass. As the passenger | 
train was speeding down the main 
track Galloway crossed the rails in 
the direction of the station when the 
engine struck him, hurling him for 
several yards. The train was erought | 
to a stop and the injured man picked | 
up and taken aboard and rushed to| 
Medicine Hat where he died a few| 
hours after the accident. A coroner's 
jury Monday evening returned a ver- 
dict of death as a result of being | 
struck by the train.

Singer Dies 
As Pagliacci

MONTREAL, July 81.—Shortly 
after the conclusion of his singing 
of the prologue to “Pagliacci,” 
Robert Stevenson, 54, chief engineer 
of the Canadian Pacific freighter 
Beaverford, dropped dead in the 
cabin of his ship yesterday. 

His sudden passing bore a strange 
connection with the motif of the 
opera which concludes with the grim 
cynicism “the comedy is played”, 
for Robert Stevenson was entertain- 
ing several of his brother engineers 
and other officers aboard the ship, 
in much the same manner in which 
the group of players represented in 
Pagliacci were doing.

Thanks to Williams, the Canadian 
flag was hoistéd on the Olympic pole 
Monday for the first time in Olympic 
history, The victory recalled that of 
Bobby Kerr, of Hamilton, in the 200 
metres at London in 1908 

Thrilling Finish 

The second feature of the day co 
far as Canada was concerned was Phil 
Edwards’ gteat race in the 800 metre 
semi-final, in which he ran f Close 
second to Lloyd Hahn of the United 
States and thus qualified for today's 
final. Bdwards led until Hahn, with 
a glorious burst of speed passed him 
just before the tape was broken 
Martin of France, record holder at 
the distance, was third. The immense 
srowd were irresistibly brought to their 
feet by thé thrilling finish

final today will not likely forget it for 
a long time, if the racing in the semi- 
finals is any criterion Brant Little 
of Winnipeg, ran a great race in his 
semi-final yesterday, but was fourth, 
failing to qualify, and the third Cana- 
dian 800 metre runner, A. W. Wilson 
of Montreal, was tinplaced in his

John Fitapatrick. of Hamilton, was 
a third Canadian climinated Monday, 
but he was in the 10¢ metres semi- 
final and as Williams won the final, 
the Hamilton man was well satisfied

Besides Edwards in the 800 metres 
final, Canada has three womén fin- 
alists to watch in the 100 metres to- 
day. The girls, who say Canada will 
have the women's 100 metre title as 
well as the men's, are Fanny Rosen- 
feld, Ethel Smith and Myrtle Cook 
all of Toronto. Miss Rosenfeld and 
Miss Smith ran one-two in one semi- 
final, in 12 2-5 seconds, and Myrtle 
Cook ran second in another to Fanny 
Robinson, United States, in the same 
time. Oné Canadien girl was elim- 
inated, Jane Bell of Toronto, running 
unplaced in a formidable group, the 
winner of which was Fraulein Schmidt 
of Germany, in 12 4-5 seconds.

OTTAWA, Ont., July 31.—The ques- 
tion of the dole and its capitalization 
do not really affect the immigration 
}of industrial labors so far as Canada 
is concerned. Any Britisher of good 
standing can come to Canada whether 
he has capital or not; my own at- 
titude is that we cannot encourage in- 
dustrial workers into Canada vitually 
ing is likely to involve the displace- 
ment of our own workers To give 
proper information to newcomers who

come on their own responsibility about 


labor conditions in Canada 

This statement was made to the 
| Bulletin by Hon. Peter Heenan, min- 
| ister of labor, having reference to re- 
}ports from Great Britain that the 
dole might be capitalized for unem- 
ployed who would go to the dominions 
Mr. Heenan reiterated his former 
Statement that there was no restric- 
tion on Britishers coming to Canada

money would be spént this summer 


before they could get established, and 
the winter would come on and might 
find them stranded. If this scheme 


were to be put into effect it would 
have to be early in the year, so they 
would be out here in the spring 
when work was brisk
